Smith was a subcontractor on 
the railroad to connect Guayaquil with 
Quito, the capital, up in tho Andes 
He Is said to have accused a promi 
nent citizen with drunl<ennf>Ks. was 
arrested for litui and fined |i,500 in 
gold. Smith leiused to pay the floe 
and having been placed in Jail, United 
States Consul Loon demanded his re 
lease When the case was reported 
to Washington the enHs#r Philadel- 
phia was sent to (iuayaQuil, but the 
consul was relieved. 

When the Colombia reached Ouaya 
quil on the way up tho ooast. a small 
boat containing Smith and a friend 
met the steamboat just before dawn 
and the men were allowed to climb 
abroad. A few hours later the cap 
tain of the port went out to the Co- 
lombia for the purpose of taking 
Smith ashore, but he had hidden In 
a safe place and was not apprehended.

The union con- 
tends that the Chinese cannot be 
transferred to the Korea without 
bringing them ashore to be signed be- 
fore the United States shipping com- 
missioner, and that the act of bring- 
ng them ashore would constitute a 
violation of the Chinese exclusion act. 

Poor Weather For Rice 
YoUoliama, Aug. 28. — The extraordi- 
nary weather this year in Japan makea 
tho prospects of a good rice crop— 
the main food of the people — very 
gloomy. The thermometer has hard- 
ly readied DO degrees in the open and 
has been generally dodging around 
G5 to 75 degrees. Heavy rain has fail- 
en, culminating In typhoons on July 10 
and 11. The wind blew at hurricane 
elocity. the river rose Fix and eight 
feet, embankments were carried away, 
whole villages were inundated, and the 
reports of loss of life and damage to 
property are daily growing.

The aimwor dooios tkat the 
books of tho corporation show Curtiss 
to be the owner of any stocks of the 
concern. Smith, it is averred, did not 
own any stock of record until June 
24. 1908, after the plan of eontorsion 
had been adopted, and that the stock 
now recorded In Smith's name was 
voted In favor of the plan. 

Hodge, it is admitted, owns lUU 
shares of stock, but It is alleged that 
he was not present at tbo stockhold- 
ers' meeting when the plan was sub- 
mitted and that his stock was not vot- 
ed either by himself or by proxy. It 
is denied that i:^ or more of the di- 
rectors of the Steel corporation are 
members of tho syndicate through 
the preferred stock was to be convert- 
ed into bonds. It i.^ admitted that 
some of the directors are nu-mhera ot 
the syndicate, but tbat this fact was 
communicated to every stockholder in 
the circular of AprtI 17, lOOS, is the 
following words:
